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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the First Office Action in response to the above identified patent 
application filed on July 6, 2006. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 



Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the implied phrase "There 
is disclosed" (line 1) must be deleted. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Each section 
of the specification must have a heading (i.e. "Brief Summary of the Invention", "Brief 
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Description of the Drawings", and "Detailed Description of the Invention"). Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Haka (USP 
6,162,144). 

Haka teaches a continuously variable ratio transmission unit of rolling traction 
type, comprising a pair of races (114,116,118,120) between which torque is 
transmitted by at least one roller (126,128), the roller being movable to provide 
for variation in the transmission ratio and being subject to an adjustable roller 
reaction force by a roller actuator, a traction loading actuator (168) arranged to 
urge the rollers and discs into engagement with each other with a force which is 
varied in sympathy with the roller reaction force during normal variator operation, 
and a pre-loading arrangement (178,204) which is arranged to urge the rollers 
and discs into engagement with each other at least during a cold start, wherein 
the pre-loading arrangement is adapted to apply a pre-loading force which is 
reduced with increasing operating temperature (for example, see column 8, lines 
47+). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Haka 
(USP 6,162,144) in view of Imanishi (USPub 2003/0130087). 

As described above, Haka teaches a continuously variable ratio transmission unit 
having a loading arrangement that varies with respect to the transmission 
temperature. 



Haka does not teach the pre-loading arrangement and the traction loading 
actuator act on different races. The prior art to Imanishi teaches a CVT having a 
pre-loading device (10) acting on a first race (2b) and a loading actuator (6) 
acting on a second race (2a). It would have been within the skill of one in the art 
to configure the transmission of Haka with a pre-loading device and a loading 
device acting on opposite races, as taught by Imanishi, motivation being to 
provide a predetermined axial force on the race members. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 2-7 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
